It is not knowu 
Vrlien the matter will be submitted "to 
the directory, but it will probably be 
before the quarterly meeting in Au- 
:ust. There is no cionbt, however, that 
the members of the directory are in fa- 
vor of a pension plaa. and it is said i 
that the suggestion to iuaugrurate oae 
caine from that body,

The preliminary work bas .not pro- j 


grossed very far. The auditor has been j 
instructed to gather data regarding the i 
number of men employed in the depart-1 
meats, the proper classification ot the 
service aud the number of years each , 
employee bas been iu the service ot the 
company. 
Thesedatahave been furnished by sev- 


eral departments, and before long the 
eompaby's attorney will begin drafting 
general rales and regulations for the 
government of the pension department. 
It is understood that the pension sys- 
tem \v.ill embrace the 500 or more em- 
ployees in the general offices, the shop 
workmen in Pullman, Detroit, Wil- 
mington. Del., and St. Ixmis and every 
porter in the company's employ. The 
capacity of the Wilmington shops is 
about to be doubled, which will add 
several hundred to the roster. In es- 
tablishing a pension system the Pull- 
man company will be following the 
lead of several of the railroads, notably 
tbe Illinois Central, the Pennsylvania 
and the Northwestern.
